Order Routes Most Appli- 
cations To PWA for 
Jobs of $25,000 or More. 


WASHINGTON, July 3.—(P—A 
last-minute overhaul of work-relief 
machinery, apparently intended to 
promote bigger local contributions, 
answer eritics of “another CWA” and 
spotlight Secretary Ickes’ role, today 
was ordered by President Roosevelt. 

His “glassitication” of public works 
and works-progress ‘projects, which 
virtually eliminated the duties of 
Frank C. Walker's applications divi- 
sion, was reported authoritatively to 
have been forced by the genera: be- 
lief of states and communities that 
they could get better terms from 
Harry L. Hopkins than from Ickes. 

The order, signed by the work-relief 
triumvirate as well as by the presi- 
dent, routed most applications for 
projects costing $25,0UU or more, as 
well as low-cost housing and loan ap- 
plications, to PWA. Hopkins’ agency 
will receive applications for white 
collar work, less expensive construc- 
tion projects, and those which though 
costing more than $25,000 are adapt- 
ed to unskilled labor.

Work on the Georgia projects, Hop- 
kins said, can start within 10 days. 

It is understood that since State 
Administrator Shepperson submitted 
her list of projects during a conference 
with Mr. Hopkins in Washington late 
last month, -certain revisions and de- 
letions have had to be made. 

All of ihe fund for the 881 proj- 
ects will go for wages with the ex- 
ception of $2,190,039.37, which will 
be used for the purchase of mate- 
rials and supplies, Hopkins said. 

For the cdustruction of secondary 
roads and streets, other than routes 
of state and federal aid highways, 
the federal government will provide 
$1,024,610.75. For projects of the 
state of Georgia and its subdivisions 
the sum of $2,758,561.19 is ear- 
marked, an for projects, including 
sanitation; in ' 
vention of stream pollution and. mis- 
cellaneotis ‘tems the federal govern- 
ment will allocate $6,473,431.32. 

Administrator Hopkins declared the 
projects are all classed as necessary 
and socially useful and are typical 
of the character of undertakings that 
will be included in the nation-wide 


program.

Engineer Dies 6 Months Aft. 
er His Huge Enterprise 
Collapsed. 


tave Citroen, once Europe’s automo- 
bile king, died today six months after 
his 2,000,000,000-franc enterprise col- 
lapsed. He was 57 years old. 


Through his last lingering illness the 
short, dapper little engineer whose 
mass production methods won him the 
name “Henry Ford of France” watch- 
ed efforts of others to bring order out 
of the wreck of his huge companies. 

Among his last words was expres- 
sion of joy that.the vast factories, 
which employ 30,000 workers, were 
again running. 

Worry over the receivership into 
which the enterprise was forced De- 
cember 21, 1934, combined with the 
wasting effects of his illness to cause 
his death. He weighed only 70 pounds, 
half his usual weight, when he died. 

An. obscure engineer, Citroen was 
connected with the pioneer Mors Au- 
tomobile Works before the war. He 
was supposed to have become wealthy 
manufacturing munitions during the 
war, and ,the year after it ended, he 
turned his fortune and his quick brain 
to manufacturing cheap automobiles in 
France, applying American methods.

$40 000 BLAZE LEVELS 
BUILDINGS IN ROSHELL 


Buckhead Fire Department 
Dashes Through Rain To 
Fight Flames. 


A block and a half of business 
buildings in Roswell, 15 miles north of 
Atlanta, were destroyed by fire early 
yesterday. 

Mayor Nap Rucker, old-time base- 
ball star, at Brooklyn, said the burned 
section would be rebuilt and ar- 
rangements would be made to get a 
fire department. 

Only the arrival of the firemen 
from Buckhead prevented further dam- 
age, as Roswell has no fire-fighting 
equipment. 

J. L. Butler, a member of city 
council, said the loss probably would 
run more than $40,000. 

Bulloch Hall, the home of President 
Theodore Roosevelt's mother, was 
some distance from the flames and 
was not in danger at any time. 

Starts in Cafe. 


Butler said he and a town police- 


iman discovered smoke pouring from 
Ray Bagley’s safe late last night andj} 


that the flames spread quickly to 
other business houses and stores in 
what is known as North Roswell. 

Roswell’s business district is divid- 
ed into two sections, one at the south 
end of the highway from Atlanta, and 
the other about half a mile north- 
ward. It is 15 miles from Buckhead. 

Dashing the 15 miles in 15 minutes, 
despite a rain, firemen from the Buck- 
head station arrived in time to pre- 
vent the spread of the flames to some 
of the historic homes, and to other 
business establishments. 

Butler said the business houses de- 
stroyed by flames were:

Bagley’s cafe, Joe Mansell’s filling 
station, Cecil Coleman’s filling sta- 
tion, E. B. Thomas’ barber shop, a 
beauty shop in the same _ building 
with the barber shop, H. I. Weaver's 
feed store, H. E.. Drake's grocery 
store, one vacant restaurant in a 
building ogvned by Mrs. Charles Fow!- 
er, a vaoaht warehouse owned by the 
Smith estate, a blacksmith shop and a 
garage. 

Fanned by a summer breeze, the 
fire reached other buildings on the 
same side of fhe street as Bagley’s 
cafe, which was between: Alpharetta 
and Main streets, and then leaped the 
street into the empty warehouse. Fire- 
men were required to take unusual 
precautions in fighting the flames be- 
cause two gasoline filling stations 
were in the fire zone. 

Roswell was famous as a resort and 
social center in ante-bellum days in 
Georgia. Scores of wealthy families 
over the state came here for their 
summers.

Health Talk

A reader writes: 

In the first place, your iron and 
ammonium citrate recipe has done 
wonders for me. I had a terribly 
sore tongue, nails so thin they were 
always broken to the quick, and oh, 
so tired that sometimes it was diffi- 
cult to carry on . . . My doctor said 
I was very anemic, and he told me 
some foods that would help me...

the economists are so sympathetic in 
their efforts to get control of medicine, 

Probably both of these readers nad 
hypochromic anemia. This type of 
anemia is called “hypochromic” be- 
cause there is a more marked diminu- 
tion in the hemoglobin c-. iron color- 
ing matter than in the number of cor- 
puscles in the blood. This is the re- 
verse of the characteristi- of the blood 
in primary pernicious anemia which 
presents a more marked diminution of 
corpuscles, 


The cause of hypochromic anemia is 
not clearly understood, It is not to be 
confused with ordinary secondary 
anemia, that is, the anemia or weak- 
ening of the blood seen in various 
diseases. Hypochromic anemia seems 
to be a primary condition, and it 
seems to have succeeded the primary 
anemia known as chlorosis or the 
green sickness which was more com- 
mon 50 years ago, especially in young 
women. Hypochromie anemia occurs 
more frequently in women of 30 or 
older, while chlorosis was usually 
fourrd in girls in their ‘teens. 

Red sore tongue, which the victim 
is likely to ascribe to “acid fruits,” 
is a common complaint in cases of 
hypochromic anemia. These women 
sometimes find it difficult to take 
certain foods, particula-ly solid meat 

use it is hard to swallow. Their 
hair is dry and brittle. Their nails 
are likely to be thin an spooned or 
brittle. The skin becomes wrinkled, 
especially about the month. All these 
signs suggest a possible vitamin de- 
ficiency—to my mind, but remember 
this is just Ol’ Doc Brady and I don’t 
know what vitamin might be con- 
cerned unless it is vitamin G, of 
which there is a large amount in 
liver, eggs. kidney, yeast, beet green. 
apinach, lettuce, watercress, dried 
peas. lean beef, cabbage, fresh milk.

It is also true 
that the’ present organization necessi- 
tates the maintenance of 48 expensive 
state legislatures, 48 governors, audi- 
tors, treasurers, state printers and at- 
torneys-general and 48 sets of boards 
and commissions, together with their 
clerical help and paper work. 


Many of these offices are archaic 
and could be abolished entirely with- 
out loss except to politicians. Most 
of the remainder could be consolidated 
into a small number of regional ad- 
ministrative centers at grea€ economy 
ven with probable improvement in the 
service. 


Federal] Federal courts, too, are 
more honest and intelligent 
Courts. and much less subject to po- 
liticaY pressure than state 
courts and could be extended down 
into the lower reaches with every pros- 
pect of a net gain to the country and 
certainly without possibility of loss. 
It would be foolish to argue that graft 
would be abolished, but certainly the 
opportunities would be diminished and 
the quality of public servant improved 
through the reduction in numbers, 
eliminating the worst of them, 
Certainly the people of all the states 
regard themselves as citizens of the 
country as a whole and not as Jersey- 
men or Iowans and feel equally at 
home and equally welcome everywhere 
in the land with two exceptions. 
These exceptions, 


Two ‘ Southern California 
Exceptions. and in the winter 

Florida, have found 
themselves the victims of their own 
gentle climate, which has drawn large 
numbers of footloose poor at a time 
when there aren’t enough jobs for 
those who got there earlier. 


California made an effort to turn 
back the sun-chasers last fall, but 
went about it gently and without suc- 
cess. In Florida a governor from 
Brooklyn, N. Y., issued a warniv 
that persons without visible means o 
support, meaning a pair of crap dice, 
a roulette layout or a rich wife, would 
be challenged at the state line and 
turned back as undesirable. 

He had no right to do this, however, 
because it is the American’s national 
right to roam his country at will and 
the law upholds him. So the people 
who called the Brooklyn governor's 
bluff naturally sailed right in to take 
their chances on employment or relief, 
although the publicity given to the 
governor’s attempt at immigration 
control may have intimidated others. 


Americans move from gtate 
Restless to state, with their families 
Fancy. and household — goods, 
wherever their business or 
their restless fancy calls them and 
settle down at once to take chips in 
the game and membership in the com- 
munity without the slightest thought 
that they are really outlanders after 
all and citizens of the states in which 
they were born. 

They pour into New York from 
everywhere in good times or bad to 
enjoy every privilege of the native 
born, including that of the vote as 
soon as they have established their 
legal residence, 

In many cases-they neglect to wait 
that long. They cross state lines to 
attend college, go fishing, sell white 
goods, mules or machinery or buy di- 
vorces, asking nobody’s special per- 
mission, because they feel that as 
citizens of the United States they are 
citizens wherever they may be within 
the country. 

‘« This is freely conceded 
Romantic by the authorities, the 
Pride. law and the residents 

everywhere, and aside 
from a romantie pride of homeland 
and, perhaps, a regional accent, there 
is no distinction between one man 
and another. I am not dealing with 
social distinctions, of course, which 
are pretty severe in this democra 
but just as harsh for an under-privi- 
leged southerner on his own home 
grounds as in Detroit or St. Louis. 

State lines and state rights have 
served, however. to clutter the books 
with laws and business with restric- 
tions and have inspired many state 
administrations to demand everything 
of the federal government and dump 
their problems and woes into the na- 
tional pool without assuming any re- 
sponsibility to help. 

The national government has become 
a fabulously rich uncle who had better 
take care of them, because otherwise 
they will sulk and eat acorns and feel 
sorry for themselves. But there has 
been no disposition to waive their 
special, outworn identity, merge into 
homogeneous groups, accept some obli- 
gations and regard themselves as mem- 
bers rather than privileged guests of 
the country.

Husband Admits Helping 
Invalid Wife To Commit 
Suicide With Gas. 


CHICAGO, July 3.—(/)—Assistant 
State’s Attorney Richard Regan. to- 
day, said the state intends to ask a 
murder indictment against William 
Ganschaw, 58, mechanic held for help- 
ing his wife to die as an act of mercy. 

Ganschaw called the police to his 
north side flat yesterday morning, 
they found hig invalid wife, Elizabeth, 


dead after 10 years of painful illness. 
Ganschaw told of rigging 20 feet of 
hose to the gas jet, of handing the end 
to his wife and watching her die. 


“We were both discouraged, and we 
thought we might as well end it all. I 
put the end of the hose in my mouth 
after she threw her arms back, and 
I went to sleep. 

“But I woke up. I couldn’t stand 
the taste of gas. 

Regan, taking charge of the investi- 
ation, was told by the Ganschaws’ 
aughters: 

“Father was exceptionally kind to 
mother, she often begged him, and us, 
to do something to end her misery. 
She suffered terribly from neuritis and 
diabetes, and three months ago she 
= a stroke which paralyzed her left 
side.” 

But Regan said: “Ganschaw will 
be charged with murder, even if his 
story proves to be true.” 

‘The old mechanic was composed as 
the investigation began. He explained, 
“Elizabeth begged me to do it. She 
said, , Pa, don’t let me suffer any 
more. I always did what my girl 
(his wife). said.” 

Ganschaw’s finger nails were ex- 
amined in Northwestern University’s 
crime laboratory, and West Avenue 
awe announced traces of skin had 
een found which they believed came 
from his wife’s chin. 


ENGLAND GOES TO AAA 


FOR SPINDLE CUT PLAN 


LONDON, July 3—(#)—Great 
Britain has borrowed an idea from 
the New Deal, it was disclosed today 
by the text of the cotton spinning 
bill, containing a modified version of 
the AAA processing tax, proposed to 
eliminate excess spindles and relieve 
the spinning crisis.

The actual signing of the 
Declaration of Independence did not 
take place. however, until August 2, 
1776, when 53 members of the con- 
gress affixed their signatures to the 
parchment. Absentees and others 
signed later, the last signature being 
affixed on November 4 of the same 
year.

Many things are used in making 
rockets. Roman candles, squibs, crack- 
ers and so on. Among them are sgul- 
phur, charcoal, iron filings, saltpeter, 
nitrate and chlorate of potash. 

A skyrocket is formed of two parts, 
_|a@ long and rather thin stick which 

guides it, and a head. The head con- 

tains explosive material, and when the 
rocket is lighted a jet of flame shots 
downward from a small opening in the 
lower end of the head. ‘The “recoil” 
or “kick” forces the rocket upward, 
and it may go hundreds of feet into 

‘the air. 

| Jt is common to use plaster of 

paris to divide the rocket head into 

two parts. The upper part explodes 
when the rocket is high in the air, 
and gives forth streaks of fire, “stars,”

The close for wheat was uneven, 3-8 
off to 3-8 up, compared with yester- 
day’s finish, September 86 7-8 to 37, 
corn 3-8 to 3-8 down,, September 
75 1-3 to 1-4, oats at 3-8 to 5-8 decline, 
and provisions unchanged to a rise 
of 2 cents. 

At first, the Chicago wheat market 
averaged lower influenced by an un- 
expected downturn of Liverpool quo- 
tations and by reports of improved 
weather for domestic wheat northwest 
and southwest as well.

Coach Company To Install 
Nine New Type Vehicles 
on September 1. 


Good news for bus riders was con- 
tained in announcement yesterday 
that the Georgia Power Company, 
operators of the Atlanta Coach Com- 
pany, will place nine new stream- 
lined. modern coaches into service on 
the Morningside and Virginia avenue 
lines: September 1. 

The new coaches, saic to be the 
last word in coach construction, pas- 
senger convenience and safety, were 
given a trial run yesterday for the 
benefit of power company executives 
and newsmen. 

An innovation was that all found 
seats and no fare was asked, but the 
thrill of the trial was when the coach 
was tested out on cobble stone pavings 
and smooth riding was experienced. 
The new coaches are comfortable, — 
they are equipped with shock absorb- 
ers which really absorb shocks. | 

Features of the new construction 
are, briefly, that the motor is placed 
transversely across the rear of the 
vehicle; it is equipped with side de- 
signation signs, permitting prospec- 
tive passengers to see the destination 
of the coach without exposing him- 
self to the hazards of traffic to read 
a front sign; and a_ sensitive-edged 
double-door which will open auto- 
matically if any portion of a person 
or his clothing is caught in the doors 
when they are closed. The illumination 
is the final word in convenience. 

In addition, the body/is all steel, 
all glass is shatter proof and air 
brakes insure quick stops. 

The rear end motor eliminates 


fumes from the coach itself, the ex- 
haust being located in the rear top, 
of the bus. Motor heat also is elimi-| 
nated, since the heat is wrojected 
backward as the bus travels. The 
new coach will hold 23 passen-
